No. 2, of the U. M. W. of A., and 
Charles O'Ncil, secretary of the dis- 
trict, the agreement culls i'or the 
highest wage ever paid in Central 
Pennsylvania. 
It means an added

The miners representatives are 


particularly jubiliant over a clause 
which permits them to collect dues 
and levy assessments ami declare 
this places them in a position to at- 
tack the unorganized miners in this 
and surrounding states.
